What Ousrht to bo Scno. 

To TOE Editoij of The Coloxist:— 
Sir. — -The many excellent letters re- 
cently published in your paper regard- 
ing the Esquimalt-Nanaimo railway 
prompts me to give you a few of my 
ideas on this (to us) important .subject. 
The time has now arrived for us to 
come to a definite' understanding with 
Canada. Will she or will she not ful- 
fil her obligations with British Col- 
umbia? We are tired of the continued 
delay and deception. Esquimalt was 
selected as the terminus years ago and 
the farce was enacted of turning the 
first sod and driving the first stake 
there; steels rails were landed at Es- 
quimau and Nanaimo, but thoy have 
since been carried off to Yale. The 
long-suffering patience of the peo[)lo of 
Vancouver Island has been sorely tried 
and is almost exhaupted. The land is 
locked up, settlers driven away and 
rich rcsoureie'S'*'lyi'ng"undevoloped all 
through the vacillation of Canada pro- 
mising all things and performing noth- 
ing. We havo uo mention made of the 
island railway in the syndicate; there- 
fore it would appear that tiiis^subjcct is 
ignored. It may be that Canada is in- 
different to the possession of Vancou- 
ver Island, having otherwise an out- 
let on tho Pacific coast (viz., Burrard 
Inlet). Previous to our union with 
the mainland this was a se])arat() colony 
with a free port, and we hail nourish- 
ing times. I see no reason why we 
should fiot again prosper under tho 
same regime. Therefore, if the railway 
bo not speedily commenced at both ends 
and vigorouly prosecuted let Vancou- 
ver Island secede and make out its bill 
of costs against Canada. If they can- 
not agree as to terms submit the case 
to arbitration by a third and disinter- 
ested power (say tho United States) as 
then Old England would , not; be ac- 
cusad of partiality. Othe'r^ rprovinces 
would not have ondurcd;qui6tIy.as we 
havo done such continued injustice or 
delay. The maritino provinces of No- 
va Scotia and New Brunswick, when 
they first joined tho Dominion, finding 
that the terms . accorded were not so 
beneficial as they expected, somjlit and 
obtained better terms while poor Brit- 
ish Columbia cannot get any terms ful- 
filled and every move is worse than tho 
last. The fact is aho is put upon because 
of lier weakness. Aijout twenty-five 
years ago news readied Newfoundland 
that a treaty was being negotiated be- 
tween ■ England and - France* giving 
the French fishermen the' same privi- 
leges as those of Newfoundland (this 
was in exchange for sonic far off terri- 
tory that was to 'be transferred from 
France to England) to whom this 
would have been an act of great in- 
justice: but the Newfoundlanders would 
not stand it and rose en masse. All 
places of business were closed, the 
black flag was raised over the public 
buildings, the Union Jack flying half 
mast (the union down) over mercantile 
and private buildings. Meetings wore 
held, the legislature convened and dele- 
gates appointed; and sent, fjio England, 
the United States - and ' -Canada. The 
result was that tho treaty with" 
France v,-ns withdrawn and the 
people of Newfoundland returned 
to their wonted loyalty. If the 
Canada of that day assisted a 
weaker sister dependency successfully 
surely the Canada of tb-day cannot re- 
iuse the just claims that ore demanded 
of her. Should she do so let us cut 
adrift from the Dominion and with 
the compensation we can build our own 
railway and so open up tho mineral 
and agricultural resoux'ces . , of the l.s- 
land. i . This .will invito ^population and 
with a cheap government and free port 
there is a bright future -in store for; us.

50 of the persons on board perished. 

Spkzzia, Nov. 2G. — The steamer 
Onclo Joseph sank immediately after 
tho collisiouj 200 person^ are known to 
bo drowned and fifty arc saved. Heart- 
rending scones were witnessed fol- 
lowing the collision as tho Oncle 
Joseph was wanting in means to save 
the lives of a large number on board. 
Eye-witnesses of tho collision say they 
cannot .satisfactorily explain the inau- 
nor arid canse of ^lie- occurrence. TIio 
passenger list of tho Oncle .Foseph 
shows that a total of 204 people were 
on board and that the .sailors numbered 
33. Her cargo consisted of 80 tqns of 
merchandize. At roll call of tho sur- 
vivors thirty • five passengers and 
tliirty sailors only answered to their 
names. The captain perished. The 
I Oncle Joseph was an iron screw .steam- 
er of 82G'tons burthen.

Tho steamor California, Capt. Carroll, 
arrived hero at h.ilf past 8 o'clock yester- 
day * mornhig from Sitka and Fort 
Wr.angol. Sho hauled alongside tlio 
Hudson Bay Company's wharf and after 
landing paasengbrsVi proceeded to .San 
J uan l8land"to"ta!ce oh board a cargo of 
lime for Portland. A rich quartz ledge 
has recently been discovered on a creek 
in the vicinity of Takou river, situated 
about 140 mile.H north of Fort Wrangol. 
Claims havo been registered at Sitka 
where the discovery has caused consider- 
able oxcitemont. Specimens of tho quartz 
brought down yesterday sliow free gold 
and tlicro is no doubt that tlio ledgo is 
rich. Tho quartz will be a.isaycd in San 
Francisco. A number of minors who 
havo claims in C.ossiar intend to visit tho 
ledge next Spring and should they find 
encouraging prospects they will remain 
there instead of returning to their old 
stamping grounds. On tho 18th inst. 
there woro six inches of snow on Mc- 
Damo crook, but Deaso river was open 
until tho 20th inst. Thd Stickoon closed 
two days later. Tho weather at Fort 
Wrangol has been clear and frosty. 

A private letter, dated stioaniship Oali- 
fornia, Nov. 22d,8ays: "After returning 
from tho now diggings discovered near 
Takou River I went to Sitka to learn tho 
particulars of tho now quartz discovery 
m tho same locality. Tho ([uartz is ex- 
ceedingly rich and I am satis fieil from 
what prospects I found myself tliat the 
gravel or placer mines will pay. Tho 
quartz reefs are very larfeo and 
well defined and bettor than an}' 
discovered in Maska beforo, or even 
in British Columbia. The roofs lio about 
IGO or 170 miles north of Fort Wrangcl. 
On tho mainland small iirosjiects woro 
discovered on three creeks, tho largest 
and best of them being about tho size of 
DoRBO crook. So far tho discoverers of 
tho diggings and the partj- 1 belong to 
nrotlie only locators of claims. Vanderbilt's 
steamer le.ivos Sitka to-day with a num- 
hor of minors for tho place. Nothing can 
ho done in locating claims till no.\t 
spring. I shall go up agoin to locate on 
tho quart?, vein. Tlieso' diggings maybe 
in British territory. Tlioro is no law in 
Alaska, and I anticipate a groat deal of 
troulilo if tho mines shouldturn out rich." 

I'rosiioctors who were on Takou river 
whon tlio aocont earthquake occurred rc- 
proaont that the shock Avas very violent. 
The glaciers there aro very numerous and 
in several cases they were split from baso, 
to summit and groat ma.ssos woro cast into 
tho valleys and creeks, filling them up. 

Aquatic Sports.

James B.iy bridge, pass through tho I 
mouth of the harbor and cruise outside | 
without tho least impediment. Other 
provinces piide them8elvo8-.on ■ tho pos- 
session of crack oarsmon and tho city of 
Toronto has produced tho champion 
scuUorof tho world. It lias already boon 
announced that royalty will visit this 
province next summer and stops have 
been taken to draw up a programme of 
aquatic sports and horse races. - An op- 
portunity is thus afforded young British 
Coljmbia to display its nrowess both on 
water and on land. Last season w.is par- 
ticularly meagre of aquatic events; but it 
is hoped that 1881 will give a better ac- 
count of itself. Wo^would adyiao tho 
youth of tho city to commence training 
early next spring and brin^-thomsolves to 
as near a state of perfection ''as'';' possible. 
The wretched apologies for regattas that 
havo taken place in past years — events 
which havu formed tho main feature in 
tho celebration of tho Queen's birthday — 
should be abolished and,<sabsti,tuted by 
genuine sports. There should bo no 
such thing as ono crew winning .ill tho 
principal races and dividing, the public 
purses. A boating club, established on a 
proper basis, would not only thrive, but 
in their honest contests would contribute 
alike to tha amusemenl of the community 
and the members of tho club themselves. 
Stopa might at onco bo taken to ost.iblish 
au association embracing .ill tho national 
sports' which aro peculiar to Young Eng- 
land and .should -bo pur.sucd by Young 
British Columbia.

The other day, during the 
bombardment, throe tugs, witn a small 
gun'oach, and with volumes of black 
smoke issuing from their stnoko-stacks, 
steamed frantically out toward tho iron-* 
clad.s. This action was so useless and 
their appearance so insignificant that 
tlio Pilcomayo, which was on guard, 
paid no attention to them, bub passed 
on her way toward tho riortli end' of 
bnr beat. Next day, the account in tho

"Three launches," it said, "drove the 
yaliaut (?)

But the Dictator says "every Peru- 
vian that can fight, for defence, and 
not two hundred millions for tribute."

Sleeps Na- 
poleon-liko on a camp-bed in a tent in 
preference to a palaco hard by, and 
<lrills his recruits unceasingly. The 
victorious Chileans aro massing in the 
south, and, "on to Lima" is their war 
cVy. ■ And they will got there, too, for 
they aro well armed, energetic, uncou- 
ti'ollAblo, am! tight like mad devils. 
So if the other powers don't atop this 
useless butchery, the ninglo star flag 
will ri.so through blood and ashes over 
the "City of tho King.s," for Ciiile is 
merciless, and lior enemy will feel a 
sword sharper than ever Inca saw. 

A few davs ago the Lackawanna 
seiic us down to Arica, tho strongest 
fortified place in Southern Peru, now 
occupied by tho Chilean force.s. It is 
defended by tho heavy guns of the 
Morro — a- bluli over 500 feet high — 
another armed hill called the Citadel, 
and a battery on the line of the Arica 
and Tacua Railroad, and yet the Chil- 
eans came one morning about (ivo o'- 
clock, and while their Krnpp riile.s 
were pitching shell across the valley 
from the opposite ridge, charged up the 
bill ivnd* 

'■'' TOOK Tin: wiioi.i: i-lace 
'Before breakfast. They caught a Peru- 
vian engineer who was jilanting a tor- 
pedo crop, and interrupted his agricul- 
tural operations. A revolver at his 
head revealed tho burial-place of these 
explosives, and they "passed by on tho 
other side" in .safety. They took the 
citadel before tho garrison could spike 
their guns, and this ba ttery was soon 
worked on tho ntlicrs. The IVruvian.s 
after pormaturoly firing a mine and al- 
most destroying one of the beat regi- 
ments, all retreated toward the iMorro. 
Tho^o who did not quickly gain that 
heights were cornercd and .slaughtered 
by tho cavalry in the town. The Mor- 
ro, though inacci'ssiblo from tho sea, is 
poorly fortified on the land side, was 
soon in possession of tho enemy, and 
tho, allies, fighting hand to hand, had 
fallen baijk to tho brink of tlie preci- 
pice. Behind was death on the rocks 
below, before was death on tho bay- 
onets of a coming foe. Hero, fighting, 
fell Moore, refusing to surrender and 
save liis life, though called upon to do 
so. Poor fellow 1 ho lost tho Indopen- 
dencia at tho beginning of war, and 
knew that a court martial, and per- 
haj^itjeatli, awaited him at Lima, and 
cbbs^ tb die thus. A young Peruvian 
officer, with left arm broken by a mus- 
ket ball, after trying in vain to rally 
his men to the charge, was seen to 
draw bis cap across his hoi'se's e^os, and 
with ono last "Vive la Peru!" boldly 
letfp the low parapet of sand bags, and 
fell ?50 feet to. the beach below. IMany 
wei-e hurled over, and bodies mangled 
by the rocks, and torn by the birds, 
can yet be seen high up on the side of 
the cliff, it being impossible to dis- 
lodge them without the aid of long 
ropes ; and as the victors don't seem 
to suffer any inconvenience therefi'om, 
they are permitted to remain within a 
stone's throw of the boat-landing. At 
the foot of tho precipice we saw the 
remains of three or four soldiers lying 
where they had fallen. Wo found one 
shoo with a human foot therein, broken 
from the ' ^nkle— detached, probably, 
iii^ a " ternble descent. We tramped 
oiitJover'the sand to the ruin of a 
graveyard, and passing through a rude 
archway, surmounted by two stone 
owls, saw

Coffins lying carelessly around on the 
ground; and lifting up a fragment of 
the lid with our cane, looked down on 
the , J putrid .-mass within, .In. many 
placbs the coffins' had been hauled out 
of their pigeon-hole places in the thick 
wall and broken open. ' But we soon 
became salislied and passed out from 
the dismal charnel new with a feeling 
of immense relief. 'a • . 

•""The" U. S.'steambr Watereo, Which 
was tossed ashoro in tho great wave of 
1868, lies perfectly upright, .orijd level 
plain about three miles from the town, 
and patriotism, or curiosity, prompted 
us to walk out there alone. Passing 
the fort where the retreating Peruvians 
destroyed their 250-poundbr8 with dy- 
namite, down through the deserted rifle- 
pits, we rested in the shade of the old 
hulk. She lies witli her starboard 
side to the sea, about three-fourths of a 
mile from the water, and is a very 
prominent land-mark from tho ^bay.

Thisappear- 
anco, coupled with tho fact that it was 
getting dark, following so soon after 
the liorriblo sights of the da}'", began 
to act on our nerves, aud on the paint- 
ed side of the hull wo saw written with 
pencil, over tho dato of "August 23d," 
thpj autographs of thrco ofhcersof the 
HViiiscar, who were afterwards killed 
when that vessel -was captured by the 
Chileans. Wo had seen enough, and, 
hastily scrambling out, wo quickly left 
tlio dead .ship, dead man autl dead 
names behind, in the gathering gloom 
of a thick Peruvian night
